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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Ifeldon  Rural  District  Counc 

Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  for  your  information  the  Annual  Report  on  the  h 
Maldon  Rural  District  for  1972,  It  accords  with  the  Public  Health 
Officers  Regulations  1959  and  Circular  1/73  of  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Social  Securityo 

It  is  again  pleasant  to  record  that  the  general  health  of  the 
residents  was  satisfactory-.  No  serious  epidemic  of  infectious  disease 
was  recorded  and  the  incidence  of  measles  was  exceptionally  low.  The 
single  case  of  Paratyphoid  fever  was  contracted  abroad. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  was 
22,830,  an  increase  of  750  (  3«39^)  over  the  previous  year.  The  natural 
increase  (excess  of  births  over  deaths)  was  206  leaving  ykk  as  the 
number  of  people  w'ho  moved  into  the  district. 

Live  births  totalled  427  of  which  only  I8  (^%)  were  illegitimate. 

The  crude  birth  rate  per  1000  population  was  l8,7«  and  the  adjusted 
rate  was  slightly  lower  at  17,6,  This  latter  rate  is  19^  greater  than 
the  directly  comparable  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  No  stillbirths 
were  recorded  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  221  (l4  fewer  than  in  1971)  and  the 
crude  and  adjusted  rates  per  1000  population  were  the  same  at  9*7»  The 
national  death  rate  was  considerably  greater  than  this  at  12.1.  Infantile 
mortality  in  the  district  was  also  well  below  the  figure  for  the  country 
as  a  whole. 

From  the  table  of  causes  of  death  it  can  be  calculated  that  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulation  (including  strokes)  accounted  for  110  deaths 
or  ^CP/o  of  the  total.  Cancers  caused  33  deaths  (159^)  and  over  one  fifth 
of  these  were  cancers  of  the  lungs  and  bronchus.  There  were  19  accidental 
deaths  during  the  year,  five  of  them  involving  a  motor  vehicle.  Of  the 
total  deaths  126  (37%)  were  persons  aged  75  years  or  over. 

The  forthcoming  reorganisations  of  Local  Government  and  of  the 
National  Health  Service  mean  that  this  is  the  last  annual  report  that  I 
will  present  to  you  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  Maldon  Rural  District 
Council,  My  crystal  ball  is  hazy  and  I  hesitate  to  attempt  to  forecast 
the  future ,  but  it  might  be  appropriate  to  spend  a  little  time  looking 
backwai*d . 


The  title  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  dates  back  to  184?  when 
Dr  William  Henry  Duncan  took  up  the  office  in  Liverpool.  However  it 
was  not  until  the  Public  Health  Act  of  18/2  that  Rural  Sanitary  Authorities 
were  formed  with  powers  to  appoint  such  officers,  and  in  fact  the  first 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  this  area  was  appointed  jointly  by  the  Maldon, 
Chelmsford  and  Billericay  R,S,A,'s  in  1873* 

The  Maldon  Rural  District  Council  was  formed,  with  wider  powers,  in 
1895  and  since  that  date  it  has  been  served  by  only  five  Medical  Officers 
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of  Health

Infectious  diseases  were  a  serious  problem  in  the  early  days  of  the 
Rural  Council  and  in  the  ten  years  I89I  -  I90O,  when  the  average  population 
was  about  13,000,  there  were  373  cases  of  Diphtheria,  25  cases  of  Smallpox 
and  127  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  0  Deaths  from  these  diseases  were 
respectively  34,  4  and  21  in  the  same  periods 

The  Typhoid  figures  are  particularly  significant  since  this  disease  was 
at  the  time  mainly  spread  by  polluted  water.  In  I885  a  survey  of  water 
supplies  throughout  the  district  revealed  that  28%  -  probably  those  from  deep 
wells  and  springs  -  were  of  good  standard^  17%  were  considered  usable?  22% 
were  unsafe  and  33%  of  the  sources  were  dangerously  polluted.  The  earliest 
provision  of  piped  water  supply  in  the  area  was  to  Burnham-on -Crouch,  then  a 
parish  in  the  rural  district,  in  1887®  Water  from  a  well  was  pumped  to  a 
tower  and  distributed  to  a  number  of  standpipes  in  the  more  populated  part. 

A  much  larger  scheme,  which  supplied  water  to  over  20,000  acres  around  Purleigh, 
was  completed  by  the  R.D.Co  in  1900,  and  from  this  date  only  one  death  due  to 
Typhoid  Fever  has  been  reported.  'This  single  death  occurred  in  1950  and  was 
traced  to  the  coriSumption  of  infected  shellfish. 


Roadside  ditches  and  other  open  drains  formed  the  "sewers"  when  modern 
local  government  was  in  its  infancy.  But  sewerage  work  was  undertaken  at 
an  even  earlier  date  than  the  provision  of  piped  water,  and  following  a  severe 
epidemic  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  Tollesbury  in  l879  this  village  was  the  first  in 
the  district  to  be  sewered.  No  treatment  plant  was  provided  and  the  raw  sewage 
was  discharged  into  the  tidal  waters.  The  first  proper  sewerage  scheme  was 
completed  for  the  parish  of  Tillingham  in  I888,  the  sewage  being  finally 
disposed  on  a  field  on  the  outskirts  of  the  village. 

These  few  illustrations  of  conditions  which  existed  in  the  late  19th 
century  are  in  marked  contrast  to  the  present  situation  in  the  rural  district. 
And,  of  course,  the  general  health  of  the  residents  faithfully  reflects  the 
improvement.  But  complacency  is  dangerous  and  the  new  Maldon  District  Council 
has  still  much  work  to  do  to  ensure  that  man  himself  does  not  further  pollute 
the  environment  by  various  toxic  by-products  of  his  own  science. 

My  final  duty  is  to  thank  the  Council,  The  Public  Health  Committee  and 
the  individual  Councillors  for  the  consideration  they  have  shown  to  me.  My 
gratitude  is  also  due  to  the  Officers  of  the  Cconcil  and  especially  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  their  cooperation  and  unfailing  help.  And  I 
must  especially  mention  my  Secretary  for  her  efficiency  and  forebearance 
during  the  year  and  in  the  compilation  of  this  report.

WORK  CARRIED  OUT  BY  ENGINEER  AND  SURVEYOR ’S  DEPARTMENT 


The  following  work  was  carried  out  in  1972. 

Catchpole  Lane  Pumping  Station,  Great  Totham 

This  scheme  which  was  commenced  in  June,  1971,  comprises  the  replacing 
of  the  6”  sewer  in  Hall  Road,  Great  Totham  with  a  9”  sewer  and  the 
installation  of  the  new  pumping  station  in  Catchpole  Lane  and  the 
construction  of  a  pumping  main  in  Catchpole  Lane  to  the  existing 
sewer  in  Walden  House  Road  in  order  to  relieve  the  flow  at  The  Causeway 
pumping  station.  The  tender  for  this  scheme  was  £14,672. 

Broad  Street  Green  Sewer  Extension.  Great  Totham 

Work  commenced  in  April,  1972  on  the  extension  of  the  sewer  in  Broad 
^reet  Green  to  enable  the  properties  to  be  sewered  for  the  first  time, 
^is  sewer  is  connected  to  the  Maldon  Borough  sewer  and  the  sewerage 
from  these  properties  is  treated  at  the  Maldon  Borough  sewage  works. 

The  tender  for  this  work  was  £18,602. 

^er  Extension  and  ^mping  Station.  The  Esplanade,  Maylandsea 

^  September  a  start  was  made  on  the  extension  of  the  sewer  in 
The  Esplanade  and  Imperial  Avenue  and  the  construction  of  a  new 
pumping  station  and  pumping  main  to  sewer  the  properties  at  the 
western  end  of  Maylandsea,  The  tender  for  this  work  was  £16,244. 

Extension  to  Sewage  Works,  Great  Totham 

This  scheme  was  commenced  in  October,  1972,  and  comprises  the  extension 
to  the  works  by  constructing  a  Pasveer  Ditch  and  other  alterations  to 
the  existing  works  in  order  to  deal  with  the  greatly  increased  flow 
^  the  works.  The  new  works  when  completed  will  deal  with  a  total 
^4,462  153,500  gallons.  The  tender  for  this  work  was 

North  Famb ridge  Sewage  Scheme 

The  scheme  for  sewering  North  Fambridge  village  has  now  been  prepared 
and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  approval  and  it  is  hoped  a  start 
will  be  made  early  in  1973 »  The  scheme  consists  of  sewering  the 
main  part  of  North  Fambridge  village  and  the  construction  of  two 
pumping  stations  and  laying  a  pumping  main  from  North  Fambridge  to 
Latchingdon  Road,  Cold  Norton  where  it  will  discharge  into  the  gravity 
sewer  flowing  to  the  Latchingdon  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 
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Sto  Lawrence  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 

The  scheme  for  sewering  the  village  has  now  been  approved  in 
principal  by  the  Department  of  the  Environment  and  it  is  hoped  to 
obtain  tenders  for  the  work  early  in  1973°  The  scheme  comprises 
gravity  sewers ,  pumping  mains,  three  pumping  stations  and  sewage 
disposal  works o 

7o  Cock  Clarks  Purleigh  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 

A  scheme  is  being  prepared  for  dealing  with  the  Cock  Clarks 
hamlet  and  this  has  been  submitted  to  the  County  Council  for 
approval o  The  work  consists  of  gravity  sewer,  pumping  main,  one 
pumping  station  and  a  small  disposal  works. 

8o  Woodham  Mortimer  and  Hazeleigh  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme
